Up to 10 October 1952 some 200 Tibetans, including 29 women, had been arrested 
by the Chinese Communists in Tibet for refusing to sell foodstuffs such as 
wheat and butter to the Chinese, ‘heir refusal was a protest acpainst the 
search of vatza «onastery, a small lamasery on the outskirts of Lhasa, by 
Communist spies aad police, who failed to find the arms they expected to 
discover hiddea under the altar, and left the altar ia disorder. 


2. The arrest of these libetuns occasioned widespread resentment in Tibet. The : 


authorities described those arrested as robvers and animal thieves, and ; 
warned the tibetan people scvainst being taxen in by their anti~sooial . 
activities. |

The Communists awe widely distributed photographs of the bulai Lama sitting 
with General Cia'G Ching-wu, tre reception ziven by the Dalai Lama at Ihasa 
to the Chinese and Tibetan officials, and the reception given by VAG Tse-tung 
to the Tibetan delegates in reiping. Ina broadcast to the libetan people, 


CLALG Ching-wu assured them: "The Dalai Lams is the supreme sutiority in 
Titet, and his “oliness will nevor be replaced. All talk of his removal is ‘ 
nonsense." i
